SHADE TREES AND ORNAMENTALS: Mix 4 teaspoons in 1 gallon of water in a hand
sprayer or a hose-end sprayer. Apply at the first sign of infestation and repeat at weekly
intervals when needed to maintain control. Apply to thoroughly cover all foliage surfaces of
shade trees and ornamentals for control of the following leaf-feeding worms: Spring
Cankerworm, Fall Cankerworm, Fall Webworm, Bagworm and Tent Caterpillar.
